Colonist since that once reputable and 
influential paper fell into the hands of 
its present publisher 
have been disgusted at th

affecting New Westminster and Vic- 
toria. Thereaders of that paper must 
have come to the conclusion that if 
the prosperity of Victoria did not ab-| 
solutely hinge upon the annihil- | 
ation of New Westminster, its editor 
at least believed it to beso. Item 
after item, leader after leader, of tlre | 
most abominable “rot” constantly ap- | 
pears in its columns, the sole object of | 
which is to prove to the world that in 
Victoria all excellency dwells, and} 
‘that beyond it is all darkness, discom- | 
fort and despair. With the stock stu- 
pidity-of these outpourings. we have 
taken as little to do as possible, feel- 
ing that such carried their own anti- 
dote. But now that Victoria has be- 
eome a part of British Columbia, bone 
of our bone and flesh of our flesh— 
‘now that we are all fellow colonists, 
_, bound together by one common inter- 
est, it becomes more our duty to put 
down every base attempt to sow the 
seeds of discord and keep alive local 
and sectional differences and heart- 
burnings which ought not to have out- 
livéd the artificial separation of the 
two sections of her Majesty's possess- 
fons on the Pacific.

ure. He expected the hon. gentlemen 
who represented Victoria, to give the 
measure a hearty suppert now. The 
resolution merely asked the Governor 
to consider the advisability of abolish- 
ing these imposts, and he sincerely 
hoped.no hon. member would throw 
any obstructions in the way of its 
passage. If the Governor, after ma- 
ture conkideration, could not see his 
way clear to abolish these tolls, it 
would then be for-the House to ap- 
proach the subject in another way.
